SIX balloons - three blue 
and three pink - were 
released as all sections of 
the Harlow community 
joined to remember the six 
members of the Shakoor 
family who lost their lives 
in the Barn Mead fire a year 
ago this week. 

Dr Abdul Shakoor, who 
still works at Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital, was the 
only survivor of the blaze 
which ripped through the 
family home in the early 
hours of October 15 last 
year. 

His wife, Dr Sabah 
Usmani, and their five chil¬ 
dren - daughters Hira, 12, 
and Maheen, 3, and sons 
Sohaib, 11, Muneeb, 9 and 
Rayyan, 6 - all died. 

Dr Shakoor was unable to 
attend Tuesday’s service at 
the Salvation Army hall in 
Tendring Road as he trav¬ 
elled to Pakistan to spend 
the day with his family, but 
he sent a video in which he 
thanked members of the 
emergency services and the 
Harlow community for their

support. 

“I am sorry I cannot be 
here with you today as I am 
going to see my mum and 
family in Pakistan,” he said. 
“The memory of that tragic 
night is still in my mind, 
very fresh.

For 20 years we were 
together. 

“My children - my daugh¬ 
ter Hira and all three sons - 
were very well-behaving 
and very welcoming. In a 
small period of time they 
really made their own place 
here. 

“My younger daughter, she 
is very beautiful and she 
actually used to bring the 
happiness and smile on all 
of the faces. Our family real¬ 
ly loved her a lot.”

A FORMER Harlow College 
dance student was one of 
two teenagers killed in an 
horrific car crash on 
Tuesday.

Teacher suspended 
for ‘bury’ comment

A TEACHER at a Harlow primary 
school has been suspended after 
parents complained she threaten¬ 
ed to “bury pupils in the woods” if 
they did not keep quiet. 

The teacher at Kingsmoor Acad¬ 
emy, in Ployters Road, is alleged to 
have told her class that she would 
put them in the boot of her car, take 
them to the woods and put them in a 
hole if they were not quiet. 

She has now been suspended while 
an investigation into the allegation 
is carried out. 

The father of one pupil contacted 
the Star. He said: “It has come to 
light that my child’s teacher has 
been saying that if they do not shut 
up she will put them in the boot of 
her car, take them to the woods and 
bury them. It’s horrific. 

“My wife and I went to the head¬ 
teacher and were told that this was 
the case and they were looking into 
it, but the teacher was still there. 

“From what my daughter has told 
me the teacher has been saying this 


for a while and quite often. Although 
the headteacher was very sympa¬ 
thetic and said it was a mistake, I 
don’t want my daughter having to 
hear threats in her classroom. 

“She said that it was not meant in a 
horrible way but you shouldn’t say 
things like that anyway. My wife and 
I were horrified when we found out.” 

A school spokeswoman said: “A 
member of staff at Kingsmoor 
Academy has been suspended fol¬ 
lowing allegations made against 
that individual. 


“We take any allegations very seri¬ 
ously and an investigation is under 
way. In the meantime there will be 
no disruption to children’s learning 
and parents will receive a letter 
explaining the current situation. 

“It would not be appropriate to 
comment further on the nature of 
the investigation until it has been 
concluded.” 

According to Essex County Coun¬ 
cil’s website, the school has been in 
special measures since an Ofsted 
inspection in September 2011.

It seems town’s Green Wedges 
no longer have any protection 

SIR, They really don’t get it! Last Wednesday 
evening members of Harlow Council’s 
development management committee voted to 
permit the building of a new health centre (a 
replacement for Lister House) on part of one of 
the town’s Green Wedges. 

The vote was four to one in favour, with only 
Councillor Jean Clark standing out against this 
betrayal of Harlow’s heritage. 

Green Wedges have protection against 
inappropriate development. This is clearly laid 
out in planning policy clause NE1, which states 
in part: “Green Wedges will be protected from 
inappropriate development. Permission will be 
granted for small scale development proposals 
or replacement buildings that do not have an 
adverse effect on the Green Wedge”. 

The scheme given the green light last week 
drives a coach and horses through this 
protection. It seems our Green Wedges now have 
no protection as this is the second time that 
Harlow Council has engineered this type of deal. 
Remember the Sportszone? 

I fear for the wonderful design that is Harlow. 

It is the combination of well planned, close knit 
communities set in areas of green space that 
makes our town special. All of this is now at risk. 
There is a blue plaque in the Water Gardens 
to honour Sir Frederick Gibberd, whose idea of 
Green Wedges made this town so special. If he 
knew what had taken place in the Civic Centre 
just metres from this plaque he would perform 
the obligatory revolutions.

took place. Words cannot 
describe how it feels to lose 
someone so quickly and also so 
tragically.

“One year on I ask them to give 
serious thought to telling some¬ 
one what they know. 

“Dr Shakoor is a private, digni¬ 
fied man who has had to cope 
with the most unimaginable 
tragedy of losing his entire family. 
He is suffering every day and for 
his sake I urge you to make con¬ 
tact.”

Boy, 13, torched 
neighbour’s car 
in act of revenge 


A 13-YEAR-old boy who set fire 
to a parked car in an act of reve¬ 
nge on a neighbour has been 
made the subject of a 12-month 
referral order. 

The youth, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, poured 
petrol over the Volkswagen Golf 
and threw a lighted stick onto 
the vehicle. 

He then walked away and tele¬ 
phoned the fire brigade. He later 
confessed to police that he was 
responsible for starting the fire. 

On Monday he appeared at 
Chelmsford Youth Court where 
he admitted a charge of arson. 

Angela Hughes, prosecuting, 
said that in the early hours of 
September 22 police were alert¬ 
ed by the fire service who had 
attended the area in Harlow at 
about 4.30am. 

“There was extensive damage 
to the car which was burnt 
beyond recognition,” said Miss 
Hughes. “Officers at the scene 
received information this 
defendant phoned police to say 
he was responsible and when 
interviewed he told them how

he set fire to the car and the rea¬ 
sons why. 

“He said it was revenge 
because of issues with the fami¬ 
ly of the owner of the car. He 
said he took a stick and petrol, 
poured the petrol over the roof 
and windscreen and threw the 
lighted stick over the car. He 
didn’t stay to watch.” 

Miss Hughes said he was of 
previous good character with¬ 
out any convictions, warnings 
or reprimands. 

Gareth Hunter, representing 
the youth, said he was deeply 
regretful for what he had done. 

“He actually phoned the fire 
brigade and police himself to 
tell them what had happened. 
There was no explosion, the car 
simply burned.” 

Mr Hunter said there was an 
on-going neighbour’s dispute 
and the boy took action after 
something that had happened 
earlier in the day. 


Chair of the bench Margaret 
Webb told the youth: “This was 
dreadfully irresponsible and it is 
always taken seriously. However, 
we have heard all the circum¬ 
stances including a degree of 
provocation. 

“This could have been dealt 
with by a custodial sentence but 
we are going to give you a chance 
to live a life. 

“We have also taken account of 
the fact there were no injuries 
and no one was in the vicinity.” 

She added the court would 
make no compensation order 
“because of the overall situation 
in the neighbourhood.” How¬ 
ever, she warned him that if he 
does not behave during the peri¬ 
od of the order he could be 
brought back to court and resen¬ 
tenced. 

Under a referral order youths 
who have offended for the first 
time and have pleaded guilty 
have to attend meetings accom¬ 
panied by their parents, with 
specially trained panels in a bid 
to address what has happened 
and prevent any re-offending.

The Harlow-based group, who also 
support residents across Essex, meet at Tye 
Green Community Centre in Bush Fair and 
invited several of the town’s health 
organisations to host a stall at the relaunch 
event. 

Group chair of Marion Cooper said: “Our 


relaunch was to mark a new start by 
expanding on our support to those who 
have been diagnosed with coronary heart 
disease. 

“We offer them a place to come with their 
families and friends to understand a bit 
more about the disease and offer a place 
for them to help each other through a very 
difficult period in their lives.” 

Essex Foundation Trust provided the 
group with the much-needed funding 
boost which has helped Heartsease secure 
a venue for future meetings. 

The group, which is affiliated with the 
British Heart Foundation, also welcomed a 
new patron - leading consultant 
cardiologist Dr Jeremy Sayer. 
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Three arrests as police 
target town’s roads for 
a crackdown on crime 

THREE people were arrested during a police 
operation to improve road safety and crack 
down on crime in Harlow. 

More than 200 vehicles were stopped and 
checked during ‘Operation Surround A Town’ 
last Wednesday. 

Officers carried out roadside checks and 
mobile patrols around the town during the 
operation which was also part of Essex County 
Council’s ‘No Excuse’ campaign to raise 
awareness of offences such as speeding, driving 
while using a mobile phone and not wearing seat 
belts. 

Offenders were identified by officers patrolling 
in cars or on motorcycles or through Automatic 
Number Plate Recognition technology. The 
vehicles were then escorted to check sites at the 
Hastingwood roundabout above the Mil and at 
Southern Way 

Three people were arrested on suspicion of 
importing drugs, for not wearing a seatbelt, 
failing to attend court and for non-payment of a 
£1,500 fine, and on suspicion of assault. 

Four vehicles were seized for insurance 
offences, two drivers were found to have invalid 
driving licences and 10 vehicles had no MOT. A 
total of 98 drivers were referred to retraining 
courses after being stopped for using mobile 
phones, not wearing seat belts or speeding. 

Twenty-five other offences were dealt with 
including overweight commercial vehicles and 
driver hours offences. 

Among the overweight vehicles were a van 
carrying beer which was 69 per cent overweight 
and another van which was 51 per cent 
overweight. A scaffolding truck which was 
stopped after the driver was seen using a mobile 
phone was prohibited from the roads due to tyre 
defects. It also had an insecure load, no MOT 
and was 20 per cent overweight. 

Essex County Council road safety officers were 
at both stop sites to give advice to drivers who 
had been stopped for various offences. Officers 
from HMRC and VOSA were also involved in 
checking drivers and their vehicles. 


Tax shock for family told 
to sleep in ‘dining’ room

A FAMILY-of-four have been 
told they must fork out an extra 
£13 a week in council tax 
because their dining room is 
classed as a bedroom. 

Peter Buss said he only found 
out the downstairs room in his 
council house at Longbanks, 
Harlow, was designated a bed¬ 
room when the Government’s 
so-called ‘bedroom tax’ meant 
he received a demand for the 
extra cash because the property 
was under-occupied. 

Mr Buss, 39, who worked in 
construction until he under¬ 
went surgery for a back injury 
earlier this year, said: “We have 
a two-bedroom home. My wife 
and I sleep in one room and the 
children sleep in the other. 

“Downstairs we have a dining 
room which is apparently sup¬ 
posed to be the third bedroom. 
But we didn’t even realise the 
house was classed as a three- 
bed until we got hit by the bed¬ 
room tax and were sent a letter 
saying we were in arrears. 

“When we asked the council 
where the third bedroom was 
they told us it was the dining

room downstairs.” 

Mr Buss and his wife Christine, 
36, have been living in the 
house for four years. They have 
an eight-year-old daughter, 
Lacey, and eleven-month-old 
baby son, George 

Mr Buss added: “The house 
became a three-bed in April 
when they decided that the din¬ 


ing room could be a bedroom. 
No-one sleeps there; we don’t 
use it as a bedroom. It just 
seems stupid and unfair. 

“We asked to see blueprints 
and we’ve been told we can’t. 
We just don’t believe this house 
has always been classed as a 
three-bed. No-one told us; it’s 
ridiculous.” 


Cllr Rod Truan, the council’s 
cabinet portfolio holder for 
housing, said: “This property is 
typical of the style of some 
other three-bedroom homes 
built in Longbanks in the late 
1960s. It has always been a 
three-bedroom home and 
before April 2013 this was 
reflected in the rent being 
charged. 

“Following the Government’s 
changes to housing benefit this 
property is being classed as 
under-occupied. We don’t agree 
with the changes but have to 
follow the rules. If a bedroom 
has been converted to a differ¬ 
ent use it will still count as a 
bedroom when deciding wheth¬ 
er a home is under occupied.” 

He added: “We will, where we 
can, review individual cases 
like when a home has been 
adapted to cater for a person 
with disabilities. 

“Tenants can apply for a dis¬ 
cretionary housing payment 
which will be considered by the 
council. Since April the council 
has helped support 93 council 
tenants and 60 housing associa¬ 
tion tenants most in need with 
discretionary housing pay¬ 
ments.”

Passmores from 1965-72, emailed 
Nostalgia to share his memories. 

“The pupils in the team were a 
school year above me and as I recall 



friendships tended to be very much 
within year groups,” he said. 
“However, I believe the teacher to be 
Mr Leeson who I think used to wear 
a purple track suit which was quite 
avant garde in the mid-sixties! 

“The pupil front row second left is 
unmistakably Lindsay Dick, a 
Scottish lad whose elder brother 
Murray turned out to be a very good 
golfer at Canons Brook.” 

“I know that my friend Mark 
Rowe’s elder brother, Stephen, was 
in that year and he was friendly with 
Ray Moles, but if he is there I cannot 
pick him out.” 

David Smith, 60, who now 
volunteers at a local school and 
helps coach football, was a member 
of the Passmores team. 


“I can remember everyone there 
and it’s bought back some great 
memories,” he said, “I think this may 
have been the early team as I was 
the 12th player and I remember 
playing with only four or five of the 
players in the photo. 

“The Passmores team I remember 
had some really strong players. We 
went to play outside of Harlow once 
as we’d won all our Harlow games.”

Award-winner on the doorstep 


AS Newhall just misses out on winning 
the Royal Institure of British Architects’ 
Stirling Prize, Nostalgia looks at 
another award-winning housing 
development in the town. 

Bishopsfield was built in 1966 and 
was the result of an architectural 
competition. The development, a 
ground-breaking design for its time, 
was the brainchild of 24-year-old 
Michael Neylan. 

The brief set by Harlow gave 


architects greater freedom in their 
concepts. 

Built on a design of courtyard and 
podium homes, the development won 
several awards including a prestigious 
Housing Design Award in 1969 and is 
still revered today by architects and 
housing enthusiasts as an exciting and 
innovative site of 256 dwellings. 

Two homes in Bishopsfield were 
recently opened to the public as part of 
the Heritage Open Days programme.

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Fuel duty freeze is 
good news but we 
still have more to do 

A s readers of the Star will know, I have been 
doing everything possible since becoming 
an MP to try and cut the cost of petrol and 
diesel. 

There is some good news on this - the 
Government has said that there will be no more 
fuel duty rises for the next two years. This 
means that, in real terms, petrol will be 20p 
cheaper per litre by 2015 than if we had gone 
ahead with Labour’s plans. 

However, we need to do more and I will 
continue to campaign for a further fuel duty 
cut. We also need to put pressure on greedy oil 
companies which put prices up even when the 
price of oil falls all over the world. 

Cost of living 

T he Government is trying to help everybody 
with the cost of living by raising the personal 
allowance. It recently announced that all 
disadvantaged students at Harlow College will 
receive free school meals as well as all children 
of infant school age. 

On lower taxes, no-one will pay income tax 
until they earn over £10,000. Already we have 
cut income tax for 25 million people, but this 
change will mean 310,000 people across the 
south-east will be taken out of income tax 
altogether. 

The Government will also introduce a married 
tax free allowance from 2015 worth £1,000, 
which will benefit four million couples. 

I was delighted when the Government 



recently announced that, from next year, all 
college students from disadvantaged 
backgrounds will be given free school meals 


something which has never happened before. I 
campaigned for this hard over the last year and 
got 75 MPs to support me. I am pleased that 
the Government has listened, and is changing 
the law. 

What will also help hardworking Harlow 
families is that all children who are of infant 
school age will get free school meals every day. 

Help to buy 

T he Government has already made it easier 
for residents in social housing to buy their 
own homes with big discounts (you can find 
out more at www.righttobuyharlow.com). Now 
it is making it even easier to buy your own 
home. 

The Government will guarantee mortgages of 
up to 95 per cent for people who can afford 
mortgage repayments but cannot afford to pay 
a huge deposit. 

This will give Harlow residents real 
opportunities to buy their own home.

Soccer stalwart 
Don dies at 62

TRIBUTES have poured in fol¬ 
lowing the death of a popular 
former non-league football 
manager. 

Former Sawbridgeworth Town, 
Stansted and Takeley manager 
Don Watters, 62, of Fir Park, 
Harlow, passed away last Thur¬ 
sday night. 

Mr Watters made his mark as 
a manager in the Essex Senior 
League and he had two spells 
as boss of Sawbridgeworth. 

He also managed arch rivals 
Stansted and was in the hot 
seat when the club sold striker 
Gary Hart to League side 
Brighton & Hove Albion in the 
summer of 1998. 

Arguably his greatest 
achievement was leading 
Takeley from the Essex 
Olympian League to the ESL in 
2008. He left in October 2011. 

At the start of last season he 
was manager of the reserves at 
Bishop’s Stortford FC. He had 
also been boss at Harlow- 
based Nortel in the EOL and, 
before that, Cossors in the 
same League. 

Stortford boss Rod Stringer,

who has known Mr Watters 
from the days when he played 
for Cossor in the 1980s, said he 
knew of nobody else who con¬ 
tributed as much to local foot¬ 
ball. 

“What a great guy. I don’t 
know anybody, and I mean 
anybody, that I can put in the 
same bracket as Don Watters 
when it comes to loving foot¬ 
ball. That’s at our level - grass¬ 
roots,” said Mr Stringer. 

“From all the work he put in 
at Sawbridgeworth he did real¬ 
ly well there, and obviously at 
Stansted and then he turned 
Takeley into a club at a senior 


level again. 

“Don would then be out 
watching games on a Sunday 
morning and he was such a 
larger-than-life character.” 

He added: “Don ruled his 
clubs with a rod of iron and 
people knew that. He was a 
great lad, brilliant in the bar, 
but you knew where you stood 
with him. That was the great 
thing about him.” 

Takeley vice-chairman Dick 
Amott said: “He was football 
through and through. He had it 
written all over him. 

“He did a lot for us to get into 
senior football and he gave us a 
great start in senior football.” 

Mr Watters, who had worked 
for office equipment and soft¬ 
ware firm Pitney Bowes in 
Harlow, is survived by his wife 
Avril, sons John and Mark, 
daughters Lindsey and Diana, 
six grandchildren and two 
great-grandchildren. 

His son John said: “The fam¬ 
ily have been uplifted by all the 
messages. We did not realise 
the amount of respect and 
admiration for him.” 

Details of his funeral had not 
been finalised by the time the 
Star went to press.

Labour hopeful backs 
petition pushing for a 
freeze on energy bills 

LABOUR Party activists in Harlow were joined 
by parliamentary hopeful Suzy Stride and 
Tottenham MP David Lammy for a day of 
action on energy prices. 

They were drumming up support for a 
petition launched by the local party which calls 
on the Government to freeze energy prices, a 
move they claim will save a typical household 
£120 and an average small business £1,800. 

Ms Stride said, “Every week I meet people 
who are struggling because of increased energy 
bills. Many people’s bills have gone up on 
average by £300 since 2010 and we know many 
families in Harlow may struggle to heat their 
homes this winter which is heartbreaking. 

“When the price of energy increases energy 
companies pass this on but when it drops 
consumers don’t see their bills fall. 

“Many businesses in Harlow are telling me 
times are tough. Bills are going up and people 
are working harder to make ends meet which 
amounts to a cost of living crisis for people in 
Harlow - and a threat to our local economy. 

“But businesses and people need help now so 
I’m calling on David Cameron to take action 
and freeze our bills now and I’m asking local 
people and businesses to sign my petition so 
that the voices of Harlow are heard loud and 
clear in Downing Street.”

Airport campaigners 
launch legal challenge 

CAMPAIGNERS are set to launch a legal 
challenge to the possible expansion of Stansted 
Airport. 

Pressure group Stop Stansted Expansion has 
submited a request for a judicial review so it 
can raise its concerns in court over the criteria 
used to select options for increasing airport 
capacity. 

If successful, SSE hopes to force the Airports 
Commission to redetermine the “sift criteria” 
and to delay publication of any shortlist of 
options. 

Stansted Airport owners Manchester Airports 
Group has asked the Airports Commission to 
consider it for the location for the UK’s future 
hub airport, a move which SSE claims would 
lead to up to 160 million passengers a year 
passing through the airport compared to last 
year’s figure of 17.5 million. 

SSE’s legal challenge centres on concerns 
over the role played by Geoff Muirhead, one of 
five commissioners appointed to the Airports 
Commission last year. He was chief executive 
of MAG but quit the role ahead of the 
company’s acquisition of Stansted in February, 
retaining a paid role as an ambassador for the 
firm. 

Mr Muirhead resigned from the commission 
last month when the Department for Transport 
insisted there had been no evidence 
whatsoever of bias. 

Brian Ross, SSE’s economics adviser, said: 
“With proposals on the table from MAG to 
make Stansted the world’s busiest airport, with 
four runways handling up to 160 million 
passengers a year, there is far too much at stake 
to allow the issue of apparent bias to go 
unchallenged.” 

Ambulance trust appoints

Cat and 2 kittens 
‘were left to die’ 
in recycling box

A WOMAN out walking her two 
dogs was horrified when she 
stumbled across a recycling 
box containing a young cat and 
her two kittens. 

The 59-year-old had taken her 
dogs for a walk in a field near 
Brook End at Sawbridgeworth 
when they started sniffing at a 
blue bin which had been dump¬ 
ed in long grass. 

“It had a big boulder on the top 
of it and it was taped up,” said 
the woman, who has asked not 
to be named. 

“I wasn’t going to open it but 
the dogs were so focused on it 
that I did and I found three 
young cats inside. 

“When I opened the box it was 
filthy. I had to ring a friend to 
come and collect the dogs 
because they did not like the 
cats.” 

The woman took the cats 
home where she fed them, 
placed them in a clean box and 



took them to be checked over by 
a vet. 

“The vet said that it was a 
mother and her two kittens,” 
she said. “The kittens weren’t 
any older than 12 weeks and the 
mother was less than a year old, 
so not much more than a kitten 
herself.” 

She added: “The vet said they 
must have been in that box for 
around three days which is 
absolutely disgusting. 

“The way I found the recycling 


bin they didn’t have a chance. 
Disposing of animals in this 
way has to stop; it is not the way 
animals should be treated.” 

The cats were taken to Bishop’s 
Stortford Veterinary Hospital 
where they were bathed and 
given rigorous health checks. 
They are now said to be doing 
well despite their ordeal. 

“The owner’s treatment of 
those cats was disgusting,” said 
the woman. “They left them 
there to die.”

THIS weekend Harlow Playhouse will be lifting 
the lid on a dark secret. 

From Saturday members of the public will be 
invited to explore a labyrinth of storm drains 
uncovered during recent building works at the 
theatre. 

Accessed via an entrance in the basement 
known as The Hatch, the drains aren't for the 
faint-hearted or claustrophobic . . . and will 
require explorers to crawl on their hands and 
knees. 

The story goes that back in 1953 the drain 
was the location of a terrible accident when six 
schoolgirls were overwhelmed while taking cover 
in the entrance tunnel during a particularly bad 
storm. 

The bodies of all but one of the girls were never 
recovered. And the one who survived the tragedy 
- 13-year old Florence Quinn - took her own life 
after suffering from hallucinations. 

Speaking in the weeks afterwards, Florence 
spoke of the spirits of her friends appearing to 
her. She also suffered dreams of drowning in the 
storm drain herself. 

Playhouse manager Scott Ramsay told the 
Star: "Anyone working at the theatre over the 
last 40 years will know about the flooding that 
periodically occurs in the area beneath the stage. 
My understanding is that these buildings lie on 
what were originally reed beds and underground 
streams still flow under them. 

"I guess the original architects of the town 
centre put in the storm drains to alleviate the 


worst of the water incursions. 

"What's particularly interesting, now that we've 
been able to get into the drain system, is the huge 
sink tank that exists under the orchestra pit area. 
It's about 12x8 feet with an astonishing depth 
of about 20 feet. What's disconcerting is that to 
continue beyond that you have to climb down a 
ladder that takes you beneath the water level. 

"The lighting levels aren't great but there's just 
enough to make out the details of this original 
Harlow feature,and we're delighted to be able to 


open it up to the public for a limited period. 

"We hope people will come along. They're 
bound to be surprised by what they find.'' 

The Hatch was awarded the 'best new scare 
attraction' at The Scare Awards 2012 and is 
suitable for 14+ only. This theatrical experience 
lasts for 12 minutes and places cost £4 in advance 
or £5 on the door.

O'Connell exhibition a first for gallery 


THE Gibberd Gallery in Harlow 
is the first in Britain to host a 
retrospective exhibition of works 
by artist Michael O'Connell whose 
use of the wax resist process 
produced vivid and vibrant colours 
which are still intact today. 

O'Connell, who lived at Perry 
Green and taught in Harlow and 
nearby Ware, was a key figure in 
contemporary textile design. 

The works on display in The 
Lost Modernist exhibition have 
never been shown in Britain as an 
entire collection before and they 
have brought back "wonderful 
memories'' for sisters Betty Clarke, 
and Iris Dedman. 

Known as the Sheridan sisters 
before they were married, they 
worked with O'Connell at his 
Perry Green home during the 
early 1950s, helping him create 
many of the pieces on display at 
the Gibberd Gallery. 

"It's a wonderful exhibition 
and quite exciting to have it all 
together like this,'' said Iris, 77. 
"We really want to show people 
the exhibition which is in such a 
beautiful setting." 

Betty, 82, added: "We're very 
pleased with it, it brings back 
some wonderful memories. 


"I remember sewing up pieces 
and working on different parts. 
We did a lot of bedspreads and 
pieces for people's private homes 
as well as huge pieces for the 
Festival of Britain. There was a 
lot of work involved - and heavy 
work as well - but we loved it." 

Betty, who worked on the huge 
test piece depicting the Scottish 
Highlands which is on display in 
Harlow, said: "I remember having 
to climb a ladder to sew the two 
parts up. Most of the pieces were 
huge and we're only small but it 


was fantastic." 

Iris, who stopped working for 
the artist in 1954, said: "The 
colours were incredible. We didn't 
know what colours they would be 
until the paste, which was grey, 
had been washed away." 

"It's a beautiful exhibition. The 
Lost Modernist has been found."

Where's the 
wildlife? 


ANYONE who's been gardening for some 
years may well have noticed that, as 
time moves on, the wildlife which once 
frequented British gardens is becoming a 
rarer sight. 

In May, the State of Nature report 
compiled by 25 wildlife organisations 
found that, for a range of reasons like 
loss of habitat, 60% of the 3,148 UK 
animal and plant species assessed have 
declined in the past 50 years. Hedgehog 
numbers have also reduced by a third 
since the millennium, and tortoiseshell 
butterflies, once common in gardens, 
have declined by 77%. 

"What's most alarming is that many 
of the 'common' garden species - 
hedgehogs, house sparrows, starlings 
and common frogs, for example - are 
becoming much less common,'' says 
Helen Bostock, Royal Horticultural 
Society (RHS) horticultural advisor. 

"Historically these species have done 
well in our gardens and so their decline 
is something we really need to sit up and 
take notice of. This is where gardeners 
can make a difference and help to halt 
the declines we're seeing by making 
their gardens more wildlife friendly. This 
should be a wake-up call to all of us.'' 

With this in mind, the RHS and The 
Wildlife Trusts are spearheading a new 
initiative called Wild About Gardens 
Week. The event, backed by celebrity

gardeners Diarmuid Gavin, Matthew 
Wilson and Sarah Raven, runs from 
October 25-31 and is urging the public, 
plus the RHS's 3,300 community 
gardening groups, 17,250 schools 
and 145 partner gardens, to hold 
wildlife gardening events during the 
week. A microsite (www.rhs.org.uk/ 
wildaboutgardensweek) has been set 
up for groups and individuals to log 
events. 

Chris Baines, vice president of The 
Wildlife Trusts, says: "The nation's 
gardens are hugely important for 
wildlife and as a habitat network they 
are second to none. 

"Inner-city balconies and 
courtyards, the suburbs' hedgerows 
and lawns and the orchards and 
allotments of market towns and 
villages all have the potential to be 
incredibly rich habitats for wildlife. 

"There are many simple ways in 
which we can make our gardens 
naturally richer. Nest boxes, 
birdfeeders, log piles, nectar plants, 
fruiting shrubs, wall climbers and ponds 
all improve the life chances for many 
garden creatures and, as each of us 
improves our garden habitat for wildlife,

the plants and animals that we attract 
will bring more pleasure in return. It's a 
win-win situation.'' 

Throughout Wild About Gardens 
Week, talks and events will be held 


at the four RHS Gardens and 
Wildlife Trusts visitor centres. 
There will also be wildflower 
seed giveaways by the trust and 
the public will be asked to 'Do 
One Thing' - whether to create a 
pond, build a hedgehog house or 
simply put out some bird seed.

"This week gives you the 
perfect excuse to be a bit lazy 
and let the grass grow long - 
research has shown that the lawn 
contains more native species 
than any other garden feature,'' -

rotting wood, dying plants, nooks and 


crannies. Taking a more relaxed and 
less tidy approach to our own gardens 
benefits wildlife by providing similar 
habitats and food sources. In turn this 
keeps the garden more balanced and a 
lot more healthy,” - Matthew Wilson 

• "Make a point of planting a pot of 
cosmos next year. They flower for many 
months and are stacked full of nectar at 
just the time our pollinators appear to be 
going short,” - Sarah Raven 

• "Get hold of a cheap sponge and soak 
it in a bucket of sugary water (dilute 

at about one part sugar to four parts 
water). Pop it out in the garden for 
butterflies to munch on - they love it!”

CAPTAIN PHILLIPS

TOM Hanks charts a steady 
course towards a deserved sixth 
Oscar nomination for his tour-de¬ 
force portrayal of an unlikely hero 
in this nerve-racking thriller. 

Based on the book A Captain's 
Duty by Richard Phillips and 
Stephan Talty, this expertly 
crafted picture dramatises 
the true story of an American 
seaman whose cargo ship was 
hijacked by Somali pirates in 
2009. 

Working from a lean script, 
director Paul Greengrass 
demonstrates once again 
why he is one of the finest 
directors of nail-biting action. 

If you thought the Surrey-born 
filmmaker had peaked with 
the adrenaline-pumping thrills 


of The Bourne Supremacy and 
The Bourne Ultimatum, think 
again. From the moment the 
Somali pirates first appear on the 
radar, Captain Phillips leaves us 
feeling seasick with tension until 
the extraordinary final scene 
that releases all of that pent-up 
emotion in a torrent of tears. 

Captain Phillips (Hanks) kisses 
his wife Andrea (Catherine 
Keener) goodbye and takes 
charge of his cargo vessel, the 
Maersk Alabama, bound for 
Mombasa, Kenya. On board 
he is aided by a hard-working 
international crew including Chief 
Mate Shane Murphy (Michael 
Chernus) and Chief Engineer 
Mike Perry (David Warshofsky). 

When pirates are spotted off 
the stern, Phillips telephones the 
authorities who at first dismiss 
the threat. There then follows 
a tense game of cat and mouse 


which culminates in the pirates 
boarding the vessel by hooking 
their makeshift ladder over the 
side of the boat. 

Phillips conceals the crew 
below deck in the engine room 
while he takes charge of the 
situation. Faced with threats 
from Muse and his hot-headed 
compatriot Bilal (Barkhad 
Abdirahman), the captain puts 
himself in harm's way to ensure 
the safety of every man on 
board. 

When the stand-off spirals out 
of control, the destroyer USS 
Bainbridge, captained by Frank 
Castellano (Yul Vazquez), races 
to the scene. But Phillips realises 
the gravity of his predicament 
and the potentially tragic 
outcome. 

Captain Phillips is one of the 
year's best films, blessed with a 
terrific ensemble cast who rise 


magnificently to the physical 
challenges. 

Hanks is flawless - we can see 
his mind whirring as he engineers 
distractions to keep the crew safe 
- and final gut-wrenching scenes 
wring him, and us, emotionally 
dry. 

Abdi delivers a striking 
supporting performance, adding 
depth and complexity to a role 
that could easily have been a 
caricature. 

Greengrass's propulsive 
direction, coupled with 
Christopher Rouse's hyperkinetic 
editing and Henry Jackman's 
heart-pounding orchestral score, 
leave us scant time to gasp for 
breath.

A N SUV that drove like a car 
might have seemed like a 
fancy idea back in the Nineties, 
but the BMW X5 changed the 
rules. 

Here was a car that had the 
tough (but stylish) looks of a 
proper 4x4, and as much off-road 
ability as all but the hardcore 
could require. And yet it was 
comfortable, fast and handled 
well; chiefly because its 
underpinnings owed nothing to 
Victorian engineering. 

In 2013, the landscape is totally 
different. All the major premium 
players offer luxury SUVs that put 
on-road comfort and handling at 
the top of the priority list, but also 
offer varying degrees of mud¬ 
plugging ability. 

But the X5 is back in its third 
iteration and faces its toughest 
challenge yet. 

There’s no doubt that the new 
model follows the visual path set 
by the previous one; there are 
detail changes rather than a 
whole new look, but those 
changes have enhanced what was 
already a good-looking machine. 





There are more scoops and air 
intakes at the front and even 
down the side - the X5 is the first 
X model to get the ‘air breathers’ 
on the front wings that improve 
air flow around the wheels for 
reduced drag. 

As before, the X5 looks best on 
bigger wheels, The M Sport trim 
will, therefore, have the most kerb 
appeal; with 19-inch wheels as 
standard plus an M Sport bodykit 
it has more presence than the SE 
model as well as a few other 
welcome goodies. 

Don’t expect radical change on 


the inside either, but then BMW 
has made subtle evolution of the 
interior into something of 
specialist subject. 

The instruments are crystal- 
clear and understated, with a 
small display in the lower quarter 
to offer a range of information. 
The main display screen would 
put some laptops to shame, while 
the latest version of i-Drive is even 
easier than before. 

And that’s before you factor in 
the feel-good factor that you get 
from the cabin. There’s leather 
even on the entry-level SE model, 


so whichever version you plump 
for you can expect luxury, 
comfort and space. 

The quality of the materials 
remains first-rate, and with such 
refinement from the drivetrain, 
comfortable seats and an 
impressively-smooth ride, your 
brows will remain distinctly 
unfurrowed from behind the 
wheel. 

From launch the xDrive30d SE 
kicks off the range, and that six- 
cylinder diesel unit has been 
tweaked for even better results. 
There’s an extra 13bhp and 15lb.ft 


of torque which is good news all 
round because better efficiency 
pays at the pumps too; fuel 
consumption is reduced by 
7.4mpg and emissions are down 
33g/km to 45.6mpg combined and 
162g/km respectively. 

From behind the wheel,you’ll 
simply notice that the engine and 
gearbox are a wonderful pairing. 
It’s easy to forget that the six- 
cylinder unit is actually a diesel, 
as it’s impressively quiet when 
cruising and yet supplies a 
pleasing thrum when you demand 
acceleration. 

There’s plenty of it too - 
0-62mph is despatched in less 
than seven seconds and with the 
super-sick eight-speed gearbox 
juggling ratios seamlessly, it’s 
easy to access the performance. 

It still drives with the genuine 
BMW spirit too. The steering is 
keen and, when pressed, it 
corners with a level of assurance 
that should be beyond a car of 
this size and shape. But more 
importantly, the rest of the time 
the X5 is as comfortable as you 
could wish for.

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THE dust might have only just set¬ 
tled on an injury ravaged season for 
Rye House, but Rockets promoter 
Len Silver is already looking ahead 
to next year’s campaign - and is set 
to re-sign former Mark Hall School 
student Luke Bowen. 

While much depends on what is 
decided at November’s annual BSPA 
Conference, including the set up of 
the leagues and rider averages, the 
bulk of this season’s squad - includ¬ 
ing Oily Allen, Jason Bunyan, Anders 
Mellgren, Pontus Aspgren, Tyson 
Nelson and Jason Garrity - have all 
expressed their desire to ride for the 
Jioddesdon speedway team in 2014. 

Bowen (27) sat out last season recov¬ 
ering from a broken thigh and has 
taken his return slowly, choosing to 
wait until pins were removed from 
his leg before getting back on his bike. 

This tactic paid off as he finished 
runner-up on his competitive return 
at the Silver Ski Holidays 
Championship last month - ahead of 
Rocket Kasper Lykke, who has been 
one of the weak links in the side, 
blowing hot and cold in the reserve 
berth most of the season. 

Brought up in Harlow and known as 
the Harlow Flyer, Bowen sustained 
his injuries in a horrific accident in 
June 2012 at a speedway meeting. 

Rye House Rockets team manager 
John Sampford was impressed by 
Bowen’s racing comeback. “He rode 
incredibly well, considering he has 
been out of the saddle for some 15 
months,” he said. 

“He totally exceeded everyone’s 
expectations, including his own. To 
use a Rockets analogy, he is over the 
moon about it!” 

Looking back at this season, Silver 
said: “From a results point of view 
this season was disappointing having 
lost key riders at key times - the obvi¬ 
ous one being Garrity, which was a 
major blow for us. I genuinely believe 


that if we had not had any injuries we 
would have been in the play-offs and 
in there battling for the title. 

“It’s very early days to be thinking 
about the side for next year as we’re 
not even sure of the make up of the 
league, let alone the team. 

“I’ve got riders in mind and two or 
three different permutations but 
until we know what rules we’re run¬ 
ning under, and who we’re racing 
against, it’s difficult to make any 
decisions. 


“The big event we’re working on 
here at the moment will be an airbag 
safety fence at the track which will 
mean we need to completely redesign 
the current fence.” 

Silver will be hoping that Garrity is 
fully fit by the start of next season 
Rockets’ first home match - likely to 
be on Easter Sunday. 

Garrity revealed that he had made a 
mistake in taking his cast off too early 
after he broke a leg in May “I felt I was 
on top of my game until the injury,” 


said Garrity. “I felt I had made the 
step up to the next level. But then I 
broke my tibia. I took the cast off after 
four weeks as I thought it would be a 
good idea to get back on my bike. 

“All speedway riders do stuff like 
that - but it was probably too early, 
and the first time I rode it really hurt. 
Since then it’s not been right and I 
can’t blame anyone but myself. 

“I’ve got all my options open for next 
season, but I’m going to train over the 
winter and see how the leg feels.”

RAMS senior coach Lee Harron 
wants more commitment from 
the club’s younger players before 
he considers them for first team 
selection. 

Harlow went down 23-5 at 
Cantabrigian in RFU London divi¬ 
sion three north east on Saturday. 
It was a third successive league 
defeat for the Rams. 

One positive for Harlow has been 
the continued success of younger 
players in the club’s second team, 
but Harron will not promote them 
until they start attending training 
on both Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

Harron said: “The players com¬ 
ing through are not bad. But they 
are not going to train [on a 
Tuesday]. I want them [here] to put 
pressure on these guys in the first 
team.” 

The younger players, performing 
superbly for the club’s second team 
(see report top right), will only 
train on a Thursday. 

Training was an issue for first 
team players last term, but Harron 
says there has been a big improve¬ 
ment in this area. But he desper¬ 
ately wants to see more commit¬ 
ment from the second team play¬ 
ers, and ultimately put pressure on 
the first team places. 

“I say to them ‘get here Tuesday’ 
and then I can put one against one. 
I want them here Tuesday and 
Thursday which is what the rest of 
the boys are doing,” he said. “We 
can’t do some things on a Thursday 


because it’s too close to a Saturday 
[match day]. 

“Then there will be more compe¬ 
tition for places. A first team player 
won’t think his place is safe - it 
breeds more competition.” 

The returning Ali McCormick 
converted an early penalty for the 
hosts Cantabs on Saturday. 

Then after a phase following a 


marauding run from Jon Perks, 
Francois Eve picked up from the 
base of a ruck and strolled in under 
the posts, and McCormick’s con¬ 
version made it 10-0. 

Following a Harlow indiscretion 
at the breakdown, McCormick 
added another penalty to make it 
13-0 at half-time. 

Harlow got the first try of the sec¬ 


ond half when skipper Shaun 
Roberts touched down after the 
forwards drove over the line from a 
five metre line-out. 

Cantabs’ Luke Munby was sin- 
binned soon after. 

The referee had warned both 
teams that the next transgressor at 
the breakdown would be yellow 
carded, and Munby did not heed 
the official’s warning.

Cantabs had to weather the last 
five minutes with 14 men as Chik 
Knox-Macaulay was sin-binned for 
not rolling away at the breakdown, 
but Harlow were unable to make 
use of the numerical advantage. 

Harron added: “We are creating 
chances. Against Beccles we creat¬ 
ed six and scored five. Against 
Cantabs we created six or eight but 
just could not finish. I would be 
more worried if we weren’t creat¬ 
ing chances. It’s a bit hit and miss. 
We are getting in behind sides but 
we are making errors.” 

The Rams are eighth in the 
12-team table and face second- 
placed Wanstead in their next 
game in nine days’ time. “We could 
be right up there. It’s getting that 
consistency,” Harron added.

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Hawks land major 
sponsorship deal

HAWKS chief executive Tommy 
Cunningham says the future is 
bright for Harlow Town after 
securing a five-figure sponsor¬ 
ship deal with City of London 
foreign exchange company 
OPTFX. 

The Harlow Town FC players 
will carry the name of the com¬ 
pany on their shirts next season. 

“It’s fantastic. Things are going 
in the right direction,” enthused 
Cunningham. 

The club are also re-branding 
Barrows Farm as The Harlow 
Arena, and will unveil this 
scheme officially in November. 

Harlow have also signed up a 
lucrative deal with six-a-side 
football league company Leisure 
Leagues. They will be based at 
the Elizabeth Way venue on 
Monday evenings. 

“We are re-branding the stadi¬ 
um as The Harlow Arena,” 
beamed Cunningham, who also 
unveiled plans for between 10 
and 20 youth teams filtering 
through to the academy team. 

“We are putting a youth struc¬ 
ture together. We are looking at 
the long term, not the short 
term,” he said. 

“That is why we want to get pro¬ 
moted, we want to launch a full¬ 
time academy next season. We 
will educate them.” 

The club have already spent 
more than £300,000 on a plush 
artificial pitch, and the invest¬ 
ment has not stopped there as 
the playing budget was also dra¬ 
matically increased this season. 

Meanwhile, Cunningham

believes there could be more 
player movement because of reli¬ 
ability issues with non-League 
players. “These players aren’t 
contracted. You only get a certain 
amount of commitment. In the 
Ryman League, people let you 
down. We want to sign players 
with the right ability and the 
right mentality,” he said. 

“When you are dealing with 
semi-professional players, it’s too 
easy for them to turn tail and go 
somewhere else when it’s not 
going their way. That happens at 


the majority of [non-League] 
football clubs.” 

Cunningham says the side will 
build a minimum of 10 teams 
from the age groups U-7 to U-16, 
and these players will filter 
through to the academy and then 
onto the first team. 

“Back in my time as manager 
[at Harlow] you had youth play¬ 
ers heading to the reserve team. 
When we were struggling with 
[Danny] Green or [Kenny] Davis, 
we had others. We had the 
Gliddons to come in and help the 


side. At the moment we have not 
got that base.” 

However, with the acquisition 
of goalkeeper Darren Bechet for 
the rest of the season, plus other 
imminent signings to strengthen 
the defence, Cunningham 
believes results are ready to turn 
around on the pitch. “We want to 
get people here [now] for next 
year,” he said. 

Harlow have no game this 
Saturday for the second week 
running as Dereham Town are in 
FA Trophy action. 


Club building for future as Niaz quits playing 


IT’S still early days but there are signs that 
Harlow Hawks Basketball Club can build and 
thrive without inspirational player-coach 
Shab Niaz. 

The news that influential player Niaz would 
not be playing for the club this season was a 
huge blow, but it means there will be more 
opportunities for younger players. 

Niaz actually played in the first game of the 
season due to a shortage of numbers, but will 
be mainly focusing on his coaching duties 
this term. 

He explained: “I am focusing on coaching
